Speier leading 
fight to revive 
amendment

WASHINGTON — Nearly 
four decades after opponents 
of the Equal Rights Amend- 
ment declared the effort dead, 
House Democrats led by San 
Mateo Rep. Jackie Speier will 
vote Thursday to revive the 
fight. 

The House will take up 
Speier’s bill to remove Con- 
gress’ 1982 deadline for states’ 
ratification of the constitution- 
al amendment guaranteeing 
“equality of rights under the 
law,” regardless of sex. ERA 
approval stalled at 35 states 
before the deadline, three 
short of the three-fourths of 
the states that the amendment 
needed. 

Then, in 2017, the Nevada 
Legislature voted to ratify the 
ERA, followed the next year 
by Illinois. Last month, law- 
makers in Virginia voted for 
the amendment, giving it the 
needed 38 states — perhaps. 

The Trump administration’s 
Justice Department has effec- 
tively prevented the amend- 
ment from becoming law by 
directing the national archi- 
vist, the librarian who records 
new amendments, from certi- 
fying its passage. The depart- 
ment argues that the Constitu- 
tion doesn’t give Congress 
authority to revive an amend- 
ment after its deadline has 
lapsed. 

Speier says her plan would 
negate the archivist’s dilemma. 
Her bill, HJR79, would erase 
any mention of a deadline for 
ratification. 

“Its just a huge gaffe in our 
Constitution, and we need to 
fix it,” Speier told The Chron-
